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In addition to the account of the earthquake
in South America, given on our luside pages, we
bave the following later reports of the terrible

catastrophe,
The New York Tridune's correepondent writes
us follows from Panama, deptember 4:—

About b v'clock in the afternoon of the 13th
nit,, in the most mountainous part of the coun-
try buck of Ariea, a seaport town of Peru, with
a population of about’ 30,000, a sensation wae
experienced like the collision of two beavy
muasses, and from this poiut radiated north and
gouth to the distances | bave already indicated,
with consequences as terrible as they were im-
medinte. Three undulations of the earth [ollowed
this unseen convulsion of nature, swond each
undulation was accompanied by n tidal wave—
the second of greater lanteral extent than the
first, and the third greater than the second.
Before proceeding to give any uccount ol the
disaster in other places, it may be well to relate
all that I have been able to gather of the char
ncter and extent of the catusirophe st Aricw, A

entleman who was at thal place when the
SIenmr occnrred gives a vivid description of the
scene, He says:—

The boor was that when by custom most of
theinhabitauts had just closed their daily labors
and were at their homes, The instant the start-
ling indicationa of an earthquake were felt
thers was a gencral rush for uncovered spaces,
which were resched by many uninjured; but
not by all, The streets became a scens of
terror. All the houses in the city trembled like
a person affecied with the mgue. Then the
gurged, and some ol them fell to pieces wi
crash alter crash. At this junciure, when the
undulations were sctive, tbhe curth opened in
several places in long and slmost regular lines,
The fissures were irom one to three inches in
width. The sensation was distinet as though
romething was rolling underneath, From every
fissure there belched torth dry earth like dust,
which was followed by a stifling gas, Owin
to the demolition of buildings and the gevera
destruction of all kinds of property, aud the dust
belched forth us well as that set” in motion by
the geperal tumult, a dense cloud was formed
over the city and obscured the light, Beneath
ihe cloud was the gas, which severely oppressed
every living creature, and would have suflocated
all these il’%t bad lingered longer stationary than
it did, which was only about U0 seconds, The
undulations were three in number, Bach suc-
ceeding one wae of preater magnitude than the
former. When the undulatious ceased, the cloud
of dust ascended and dispersed, and light was
restored, Then quakes at short intervals suc-
ceeded, a8 though subterranesn explosions or
collisions were tuking place. At this ime people
from all paris of the city fled to hills, amid falling
stones and timbers, which descended from sway-
ing walls and broadly-rent bulldings, just on the
eve of crumbling into perfect roin. Bome were
struck down dead by the lalling materials, and
othere were malmed, while all were made Lo
stugger from side to side like people in a state
of r:zoxlcatiun. Many of both sexes carried
children In toeir arms, and those who had not
these carried articles of value. Tue avarice of
some was stronger than fear, even amid this
terrible confusion. and hence there were those
who dallied to collect valuables, many of whom
suffered for their (emerity, elther by the
sacrifice of thelr lives or other wise, Asthe rush
for the hills continued, and stones and materials
of all kinds were fulling, and houses and
parts of these were crashing, numerous people
were struck down aud either killed or dauger-
ously hurt, The water in the harbor was now
recediog from the shore, carrying with it all the
shippiog at rvapil speed. Then the current
changed, aud before an ulmost overhanging,
tremendous wave, the vessels came back, Ltossed
one way and then anotber, or whirled abouat as
1thoueh they were only floating logs, and on the
very summ.t of this immenee¢ volume ol water
rode the United Bta'es steamer Waterce, The
hoge wave dasheld against the stone mole or

jer, and shattered it all to pleces, then swept
rom its path what was slanding of the Custom
House, god slmost e"r{ vestige of the ruins
of  other boildings, It rolled over the
nlready destroged houses of the city, and
sot a myriad of articles ufoat, which eddied in
every direction, while st the sume time the ves-
gels and floating materials were foreed ahead of
the wave's at this time curling und foaming snm-
mit. Everythicg which it encountered in its
course was swept away In an linstaul. Even
great masees of stone were rolled over and over.
When the force of the wave waes spent, itretired,
and In a short time the equilibrivm of the water
was restored, avd then it occupred about the
same line, and presented vearly the saume ap-
pearapce as it dld before the earthquake, The
vessels carried fuland were & terrible sight. Toe
mo#t ot them were bottom upward, Their masts
had been suapped Mke sticks, All this dreadful
fetaore the refugees on the hills were now be-

olding, Many of them did so with the most
marked evidences of fear, because quakes

of the e¢arth were still felt st short
interyals, The Waleree was grounded
inland & a quoarter of & mile from
the beach, on the line of & rallroad. As far ns

heard from only ove life was lost on board,
Near the Wateree, u Pernvian war vessel was
also grounded, and so genlly that none of iis
rigeing nor apy of its timbers were impalre],
On board the Peruvian war steamer Amoerios,
which 15 a total wreck, 80 lives were reported to
have been Jost, The Upited Suates storeship
Fredoma was upser, and all her crew excep!t
three drowuned, sccording to report. Those who
escaped were the caplain, surgeon, and & p?'
musier, who were on shore when Lthe earthquake
occurred, wud soaeht refuge on the hills, A
Briteh vessel, called the Cbanarcillo, lost
wany of her orew, who were tambled overboard,
A %'ulk-d States brig. namae upknown, Wwas
foundered with all on bourd, The vessel, it
is reported, was laden with guano, The rest
of the shipping destroyed were South American
coasters. The fatal casoalties in the clity were
akout 50 and the other casuslties about 100,
Tue totalloss on shipboard was sxbout 300, prin-
cipally fatal. The refugees remsined on the
bills for two days, duriug which time they saf-
fered greatly for food; at the ssme time the
quakes continued as before, st intervals, In
tme thelr suferings became 50 intense that the
males had fc go n search o1 food, a limited
quantity of whbich they found in a dnmagel
copditiop, and with this they succored their
families, The second morning sfter the earth-
quake, 8 hight draught coasling vessel entered
the harbor, but did ot remain long at anchor,
Awkoon s the captain became aware of what
bad bappened, be took on board a number of
people, and left with them for Callso; thence
one of the parties got to Panams.

The loilowlnyb;hip- of war und merchaptmen
were In the hurbor ut the time: —United States
donble-ender Waleree, the Peruvian corvetle
America, United States storeship Fredonls, Eog-
lish barque Chanarcillo, American ship Rosa

Rivera, French ship Eduardo. The Waleree is
high and dry a quarter of amile oo shere; the

Fredonia Is a complete wreck; the Rosa Rivera
wus discharging guano, and the Chaovarciiio was
receiving cargo, and was 10 have swiled ju s few
diys. The Eduardo i= alro high and dry on
Iand. The entire crews of the merchant vessels
were drowned., The Wateree lost one sallor,
and on the Fredonia all were dro except
the Captain, T. W. Doty, Dr. F. L. Dubows, Pay-
master Wdlinmn. snd two sallors, Angostas Jen-
sen and Charles Leoville, who happened to be
on shore st the time,

The destronction of Arequipa—a city number-
Ing 110,000 inhabitants, was, save the destroc.
Uon of Arfen and Iquique, on the coast, the
most appalling scene presented by the earth-
quake in Peru, It is thus family described by
un eﬂe-wllnnes:—ht about four minutes past &
P. M. lnet Thursday, the 13th, a slight move-
ment of the earth was noticeable here by
pereons who chuaunced to be seated; there was
no rumbling. In about elght to ten seconds
more the movement became sirong enough for
persons not seated to mnotice, This movement
nnduullf incressed in strength until, after
ubout thirty seconds, pleces of timber began to
fall irom the houses, 10 & minute all were subistied
that a great earthquake was at hand. Then
began & terrible rumbiing, similar to the noise
ol an avalinche—every one ran to the opes
spaces, Iisecmed as 1t Lhe earth was ubout to
open; the earth shook amd every structurs
swayed to and fro {from north to south. It
seemed ln my own house s if Lhe walls were
about to meet and smother us, In about three
minutes the so0il shook so that it was almost 1m-

¢&ible to bold one's feet, The strowgzest build
ngs began then to cast off stoner, bricks, pieces
ol wood, ete,, and the wenkest began 1o fall,
olmost all of them level with the ground. In
about five minutes from the first movement the
whole city was enveloped Lo clouds of dust and
darknese. and resounded with the crash ot

falllmg buildings, There I8 not one hoose
leit standing in Arequipa. The only church
tower left s that of Banta Catalina,
but it, like the ecathedral, will Lave

to be pulled dowp. banta Domingo church is
down to the ground. The Portal de Flores is il
down, as well n= the surrounding blocks, Nearl
all the inmates of the prison and hospitals
perithied. Many persons are known to liave been
crushed to death In the streets. We are now
living in & tent on the river bauk., No one dares
to go lo town, ns the shocks still continue to
brivg down what Httle is left standing, The
ocour at Intervals of balf an hour encﬁ:. This
evening some of the shocks bave been very
violent. Bo far there have beew about seventy-
six rhocks up to 8 P. M., The river Pau-
carpati bhas chupged to three colors,
which wakes wus Oelieve that the volca-
noes are at work. Everything is confasion,
and the cries and lamentitions thet we hear are
hesrt-rending. Thus the work of the Arcquipe
nos for three hundred {oan hus been destroyed
in & few minutes; it will take tive hundred years
to do the rame work over. The debris of the
Jesuit church was hurled to & distance ol one
hundred yards. The plcture presented by our
desolate city s sad indeed, Uod grant that our
feara be not reahized, tor Mount Misti {s vomitin
lava, clouds of emoke and quantities of mud,
and carkness hides its belching trom our view,
We hear the coustant noise of falling rocks and
earth, and the river is impaseable, owing to it
black color and sulphurons odor,

Lima, the capital of Peru, as at Callao, the
neighboring port, the shock was terrible, but
the dumage comparatively shght., A  writer
gives the following account:—The duration of
the movement was about three minutes and n
half, and tbe shock, instead of following the
usual vertical motion, appeared to be laterul,
and, consequently, was regarded as all the more
daogerons, The narect of the city during the
movement wWas lru{ exciting. Every one in
Lima, at the first coming of the shock,
always cecks the protection of an areh
or the thresbold of wu door 18 eelected
a8 u ¢afe refuge, and on this occasion these
Tavored spots were much occupled, In an inore-
dibly short space of time the great public plaza
wane filled with frightened men, women, and
children, and, us I by common 1ustinet, all
as-umed & suppliant position—every one on
their knees—and the air resonant” with the
shiieks, lamentatiouvs, and petitions, addressed
priveipally to Heaven; the houses shook visibly,
and the high towers of tbe cathedral swayel to
#nd fro ke a ship’s masts in a storm. The
great length of the shock was particularly
slurming; but fortunately no damage took place
fu thi= city,

Great B:r-:hquukeu.

Durlnr the first halt of thi: century 3240 of
these visitations were noticed, or aboat one
every week, In Europe, dutlng the last ten
years, there have been 320 earthquakes, or one
every uine days. At the commeucement of the
fifteenth century only 750 of these shocks had
foupd a Fluce in bistory. Daring the next 300
ears 26804 earthquakes were recorded, or almost

our times as many as durlng all the preceding

es, From these facts it has been inferred
that, whatever may be the origin of these up-
beavings ot the cruet of the earth, the phe-
nomena are greatly increasing in number, and
their causes in violenee.

Among the earlicst carthquakes reported fs
that by which ihe famous Herculuneum anid
Pompeli were destroyed in the year 63, Fifiy-
two years after this, Autioch, in Syria, was
almost enlirely destroyed, the calamity oceur-
ring just ut the time the Emperor Trajan was on
& visit tu the place, In 458 it was ugain visited
with au esribguake, aud then sgain w626, the
number of persons perishing In the ruins on this
ln:lu-“r occasion being estimaled at a quarterof a
m On.

In 1662, Port Royal, the eapital of Jamaiea,
was entirely submerged by the force of an
earthquake, which swallowed up over a thou-
sand acres, and drove ships 0 lar inlaod that
they flonted above the buried city,

In 1772, an entire volcano sunk 1nto the earth
in the Island of Java, carryiog with it forty
villages, the mountain iteelf, which was fifteen
miles long and six broad, nccompanying the
hamlets and thefr 2057 luhabitants,

On the 1st of November, 1785, occurred the
memorable earlbquake at Lisbon, by which
60,000 perrons perished in the twankling of an
eye, vre also was the great tidul wave seen of
au altitude of ity feet. Ouve of the most awrnl
incidents of this earthqueke was the sinking
of the city quay. This had just been con-
sfructed of marbie al an immenss expense, and
to it, s a lnst refuge, el thousands of the
hapless inhabitants, Without & moment’s
warning the ewth opened suddenly to re-
ceive I, and alter socking In the mass
must hnve cloged over it, as not a single body
of all the thousands that went down, nor the
least apar or ark from any of the ships near by
that were sucked Into the chasw, ever came o
ihe top. The wiler there is near 600 fathoms
deep, aud ot an uuknown distavce beueath the
bottom repose the hupless Lisbonese, This
Lisbon earthquake, Humboldt estimates,
atfected s portlon of the carth four times as
large a8 Europe, and was felt in the Alos, on
the cosst of Bweden, in the West Indwes, on
Lake Ontorio, and nleng the coast of Mas:-u-
cLugells,

Tu 1811 the earthquakes ou the Mississiopl,
severest at New Madrid, Mo,. shook the ground
for many duys, and alterun‘ely ralsed and de-

yressed UL bere and there, the latter sections
ormivg & secilon celled the sunken couutry to
this day.

On tbe 26th March, 1812, & viclent thunder
storm, with incessaot finshies, was observed by
the people of New Madnd, and at the same time
the city of Caracons, in South Amerioa, was laid
in ruins, 12,00 of its people perishiog,

The great eruption of Vesuvius in 1857, with
accompanyiog earthquakes, will also be remem-
bered ss leading to an immensee destruction of
buman life, varlously estimsted at from 22,000 to
40,000 lives,

In 1868, June 19, the valley of Mexlco was also
devastated by one of these devastalions, deaios
lishing. houses throughout its length, awd de-
stroying \he costly aqueduct supplylog the ity
with wnler,

March 23, 1850, Quito, In Bcuador, was nesrly

destroyed by an carthquake sad (ko

SOUTH AMERICA.
NEWS FROM THE ATLANTIC COAST.

By a late arrival at New York, we have the
following advices from the Atlantic coast of
Bouth Ameriea:—

THE PARBGUAYAN WAR,
The Battles Preceding the Evacuntidn of
Humaita

Fyom the Anglo Brasilian Times, Avugust 7,

In the boat attack at midunight of the 0th of
July the Paraguayans had twenty canoes fas-
tened together in palrs, ench bout with twelve
men and an officer in it, nvd they came from the
river Berinejo, edging alon the 1sland o! Monte-
vita and coming out bebind & great collection of
aqualic planis, which lay not far from the lead-
ing vessel, the Barroso, which, with the Rio
Grande, lay sboye 1ayl. As soon as they came
beyond these plants Lhe officer on daty on the
Barroso percetved them aud called the men to
quarters, g0 ihat by tbe time the boats got
alongeide the forward part of the vessel the
crew wete able 1o keep up a severe muskelry
fire from the Inslde aud top of Lthe casemate, and
a8 £00n as & suflictent number had got on deck
the two forward guns of the casemate wers dis-
charged, loaded with grape, into them, causing
great desttuction. The Paraguayans fired re-
volvers, and they algo attempted to throw inside
the battery asphyxiating and inflammatory
grenades, but without suceess, and then tinding
they could eflect nothing forward, the boats
dropped astern, but were repulsed in like man:
ner by the fire of the detenders, Meantime the
vessel hiad  gathered way sternwards, by the
workiog of her sorew, aud the Paraguayan boats
were all upset or tilled with water,

During the enzagement the Barroso was set
on fire twice by asphyxiating and inflammable
matter thrown dowu through the gravings on
deck. Among the articles captured were many
oblong rockeis and some brass tubes filled with
the gephyxiating sand inflammable matter,
Thirteen boats were caplured and the others
suuk. Beven Paragunyans were made prisoners
on bosrd the two vessels,

On the 16th, according toa letter from the
Marquis de Caxas, an advanced post of the
Paraguayans in Humalta, comprising from fifty
to sixly men stationed in a small redoubt on the
slifed left, was surpriced at daybreak by a
equadron of cavalry, and forty were killed,
assislance from the toriress arriving too la‘e to
succor the post or inflict in ury on the cavalry.

In the same letter the Marquis relutes that at
two A. M. of the 16lh he received information
fiom General Rivas, in the Cosce, that Commo-
dore Alvim had informed bim that boats full of
men were seen passing over (rom Humsita,
Urders were then given {.ra general bombard-
ment of Humalia to be kept up, and that st
break of day General Osorio, with all the van-
guard and furnished with lsdders, et required
for an nseanlt, shoull approach as near as pos-
sible to the trenches of Humalta and enter if he
could, ns a reserve for which force the Marquis
stationed himeelt with Gve battalions of infantry
and a division of cavalry, Orders were also sept
to the Argentines and to the Secoud corps to the
£outh to advance and co-vperate with the main
sitack of Osorlo,

According to the letter the Paraguayans had
really commenced their evacuation., but were
foreed by the bombardment to return. They,
however, made no sign of life until the troops
of Osorlo reached the first diteh, when they
opened with grape, sweeping along the diteh,
aud eausing much lozs, Osorio thea asked for
further instroctious, but received answer that
those he had were plenary as to advancing or
retiring, and that it be wanted ald the Marquis
would march at the head of the reserve aund
take it to him_ Boon after, however, Osorio
gent word that there was no opportunity for in
assault, and accordively orders were sent for
a generdal retiral on the part of the auliles,

he letter says that *‘our froops, some ex-
tended in liuoe, others en echeion, commenced
their retiral at the ordinary pace, their bauuers
flyivg, and their bauds in front, as though
marching on parade, until they got out of reach
of the enemy’s musketa and cunnon.”

The loss stated by the Marquis de Caxias Is
about 600 killed, wounded, aud bruised, which,
with the exception of seven men in the Second
corpe, occurred in Osorlo’s command, the Ay-
gentines not belng engaged,

The Excavation—The Bombardment of
Teblicanrl,

The New York Herold's correspondent writing
from Rtlo Janeito, Angust 8, sayei—

A gpecial steamer was sent from Buenos Ayres
with the news. On the 21st the iron-ciads Sil-
vado, Colombo, ana Piauhy passed up _bly the
fortideations of Humaita 10 rom the division
abuve. Little l:Ppudl.ion was enconutered. Un
the 26th it wee dicovervd that the Paraguayans
had evacoated the fortress, the gariison crossing
upnoticed over Lo the Chaco, on the opposite
side of the 1iver. The tfortress was at once oc-
cupled by bodies of all the sllles, Some 200
cannon of all sizes were left, but all were spiked
and those ot the river batteres were thrown inwo
the miver, Lurge smounts of ammunition were
found, but very little tood., It i8 said traius
were found to have been laid from the river to the
magazines, but had not been fired. Fourteen
wounded Brazilians were left vehind in the ho -
pital. The buildiogs inside of the fortress were
mostly rulved by the bombardmente, only the
church remalnlog comparatively univjured
owlng to its sltvation. What had become of the
4000 men in garrison is not yet clear. The short
annoupcement received from General Gelly y
Obes says they were on the peninsuls in the
Chaco, across which the allies held the strong

0,000 men; that all the vissels had surrounded
it and had bombarded the penivswin, but that at
nightthe Marquls de Caxias had ordered a cessy-
tlon of the bombardmest and bad summoned
them to surrender, Toe part where the allies

Bix of the lron-clads were bombarding the
Paraguaynn works at the mouth of the Tebl-
cuari. orlo had gone up the Upper Parana in
the gunboat Mearial, on what mission was un-
kpown., The Bragiliuns have about three thog-
sand men in observarion upon that river, at
Coandelaria, the head of open pavivation, At
the last moment a telegruphic despaich was
recelved ut Montevideo, reporting the fall of
Timbo apd the cuptore of lour nuodred men.
It ie yet doubrfuol, ns it is a very strong position,
scurcely assailnble vy land, and the teiegram
enys it Burrended to General Rivas, in command
of the land forees in the Chuno. Another vesssi
in ircm Montevideo thls morung briogs the
report of the surrender of the Paraguayan gar-
risan, and also conlirma.ory reports ol the sur-
renaer ol Timbo. .

Late advices from SBoclety Islands bring nows
of an important political disturbance there on
the 23d of June, The King of Hushine made a
visit to Pomare on the 4th, to the Queen of
Boclety Islands at ber capital, and when the
King was about to return, the Governor of
Tahitl arrested him, and compelled him to go
on board on a French war steamer and sign a
new treaty with the French Gevernment, the
exact purport of which Is not known, The
Kivg was then set at liberty and relurned to his
Island, when his subjects revolted, took him
prisoper, and chose snother king.

FROM TAHITIL

Serions Politieal Disturbance -O0Molals
Dismissed—A Criminnl’s Reward,

A very serlous political diiculty also ooccor-
red at Tuhill between the Governor and mem.
bers of the Protectoral Government, resulting
lu the dismissal of the chief officera of all the
departments, who were ordered to be sent back
to France by way of San Franclsco, on the
transport Emgole. Several officers who had not
been dismissed resigned their places rather than
continue in service under the revolutionary
regime of the present Governor of Tahitl,

Count Emil de Ia Rouciere is said to have
been convicted ol some criminal offense in Paris
In 1865, and septenced by the court to ten
years' imprisonment, oat through the iafluence
of & brother who held a high position in the
Government service, the Count recelved instead
of the punishment awarded by the crimiaal
court, the appointment of Governor of Bociety
Islands,

Qacen Pomare's chiefs in Tahiti and Morea
have written to the Emnperor of the French
petitioning for the removal of Count de La
HRouclere from the Governorship of the Island,
Business is entirely suspended in Takiti, in con®
sequence of political distarbances,

The English residents in Tabreto express
themselves fearful that they shall be compelled
to leave the lslands unless the present govera-
ment shall be recalled.

The United States barque A, C. Wylie arrived
al Honolula August 11, from Bremen,

The Chinese emigrants employed in Houolula
refused to work unless the full amount of thei
wages 18 paid Lo them at the end of each mouth*
The Board of Emigration have decided to acqul
esce to the demand, although the contract with
the coolies called for payment of their wages
one half monthly and the balance at the end of
their time of service. Business in the Sandwich
Islands s stagnant, and commercial news is
unimportant.

FROM CONNECTICUT.

Mutilation of the Naturalizntion Law -
Preparation for Fraud,

Harrrorp, Bept, 14.—Facts have just come to
light showing that the Natarallzution bill which
was passed by the last General Assembly has
been tampered with, and that, tooffu the office
of the Becretury of State. It has been relleved
of its vital part, that clause prohibiting any
alien from being admitted to become a citizen
of the United States before any city Court, The
clerk in the Becretary of Btate's office engrossad
the bill correctly after ita passage, and the En-
grossing Committee examined it and found it
correct, During the Commitiee's stay in the
office there was some skilful manipulation
somewhere, and the result was that they
took to the Spesker's tuble a blll with the
vital part omitted. Governor English had this
mutilated bill betore him when he wrote
his veto mepsage, and yet two-thirds of that
message was made up of & labored argumeny
against this expunged section. Auother curlous
fuct is that the bill, as sent from the office of
the Secretary of Btate and published in Btate
newspapers, 18 all correct. It may be remems
bered that the new election law was simtlarly
tampered with, but that the frand was discov-
ered in time to have the proper corrections
made. The mutilation of the Naturallzatlon
bill seems to be w part of some plan to defeat

the will of the people aud prevent & fair elec~
tion in Connecticut. Governor Eoglish and
Secretary oi Biule Pease will have & hard job to
clear their skirts of the traosaction,
